143, from the eaet 
side of the Brazos River to the Junction with State Highway 283 i n Knox 
City, a distance of 5.8 miles, IT IS ORDERED BY THE COMMISSION that the 
actual o f f i c i a l date of State assumption of maintenance i s July 1, 1945. 

IT IS ORDERED BY THE COMMISSION that the Special Meet­
ing of the State Highway Commission be closed at 6:00 P. M. June 12, 1945.
